It practically made what is regarded as a record in municipal 
financing. On December 31, 1934, it closed its books for the 
year with a surplus on hand amounting to $739.30. The Fed­ 
eral Government at Washington might take notice to its ad­ 
vantage. 
Few municipal services areccharged with greater respon­ 
sibility than that of the water supply department, the respon­ 
sibility of guarding the health of the entire community against 
the hazards of water-borne disease and fire losses. I he people 
of Bristol can be— and justly so — proud of their borough 
water supply system which comprises a decidedly efficient 
filtration plant and a more than adequate yield tor fire-fighting 
purposes. 
The entire fire loss for last year was $2,830 in borough 
property and $800 in contents. And no water-borne epidemics, 
* such as typhoid fever, have plagued the people of Bristol since 
the city built the water filtration plant. 
I he records of the 
Board of Health of the borough show that out of the 102 
deaths recorded for the entire year, last year, only one was due 
to typhoid fever. Bristol people are healthy and should take a 
deep interest in their public affairs, especially when so much 
has been and is being done by their honest and painstaking 
public officials to promote their happiness and prosperity. 
The people should also regard with grateful consideration that 
their Ffurgess and their members of the Borough Council, who 
comprise the directing minds iii advancing the public welfare, 
Serve without pay or emolument whatsoever. 
Bristol's filtration plant, with its capacity yield of 4,300,000 
gallons ot filtered water a day, is of the construction tech­ 
nically known as the rapid sand type. The replacement value 
A the Bristol water works including that of the Bristol I own* 
ship extension is $7 33,000. 
It makes available through 48 
niles of pipe (23 in Bristol and 23 in the Township) a pure 
water supply to approximately 3.200 homes of which about 
2,000 are in Bristol Borough. The daily consumption of fil­ 
tered water though varying during different seasons— more 
being used during the summer months when people are using 
water to sprinkle their sidewalks, gardens and lawns— aver­ 
ages about 2.730,000 gallons a day. The main pumps are elec­ 
trically driven. If for any reason they should fail, there are 
Auxiliary gasoline driven pumps to meet the emergency. The 
old steam pumps that were used prior to the Borough’s pur­ 
chase in 1912 of the old system for $1 12,000, are still avail­ 
able should the need arise. The Bristol I ownship extension 
project which in addition to providing filtered water to thai 
area at the same time furnishes adequate fire protection, is ex­ 
pected in time not only to increase the revenue of the Bristol 
W ater Department but also will ultimately mean a source of 
income to Bristol Borough.
